SHALL THE COFFERDAM BE ABAN- 
DONED ? 

Tho proposition from the organ of tho 
Opposition to abandon tho con'ordtim must 
havo takou tho good people of Victoria 
and Esquimau by surprise. Tho Opposi- 
tion havo claimed par excellence to bo tho 
especial champions of tho dock. They 
h*vo rung tho chnngos on it at evory elec- 
tion, and htwo caused tho legislative hall 
to resound to their burning oloquonco in 
its bohalf . Tboy havo declared that tho 
cliief aim and end of tho Elliott Govom- 
mont was to encompass tho abandonment 
of the great work, and havo denounced 
that Government as chronic traitors. Thoy 
havo censured the Government dock poli- 
oyinacornmittoerpport to tho Houso, 
and havo preferred the disgraceful charge 
of dilatoriness against tho Chief Commis- 
sioner. Thoy havo humbugged and de- 
luded the people of Esquimau into the 
boliof that they alono wero sincere in a 
desire to construct the dock, and LaYo 
drawn tho wool completely ovor the oyos 
of one of the members for that promising 
District. It is lamentable now to find 
that tho promises of tho Opposition wero 
pieorust, that thoir professions were hol- 
low, and their sincerity assumed. A sin- 
gle sontenco in our contemporary has 
dispelled the mist and shown that the 
policy of tho Opposition towards tho dry 
dock is a policy of abandonment. No 
further effort, in thoir opinion, should bo 
made to carry on tho work. Tho refusal 
of Canada to fulfil hor part of tho agree- 
ment is to serve as an exouso for the Gov- 
ernment to consont to a release of tho 
contractors from tho heavy penalties they 
bave iDcurrod through their failure to 
complete the cofferdam in accordance 
with the terms of tho contract, and tho 
Province is asked to retire from the dry 
dock scheme with an uulinished dam, 
500 tons of cement and 8-10,000 worth of 
machinory on their hands. Surely, the 
men who ask the Government to abandon 
tke work are unawaro that tho actual loss 
to the Province which would result from 
the adoption of their proposition would 
bo in tho neighborhood of §190,000— a 
sum nearly equal in amount to ono year's 
subsidy from Canada. The whole of this 
large sum and the Imperial grant of 
£50,000, too, would be absolutoly thrown 
away. 

Is tho reader prepared for this grave 
eventuality? Is ho willing to submit to 
this criminal waste of public money and 
have " Ichabod" written all over tho dry 
dock schonio ? What have the taxpayers 
of tho Province to say to this proposition? 
Will they register their approval, or will 
they enter their protest ? What have tho 
men of Esquimau who havo grown gray 
waiting for tho dock to begin, to offer in 
opposition ? What do tho gentlemen who 
were parties to the purchase of the cement 
otid machinery think of thoir organ now ? 
What says mino host of the Ship Inn, who 
promisod to support any Government that 
would build the dock, to this develop- 
ment of tho abandonment policy of tho 
Opposition ? Has he paused for breath be- 
tween the concoction of tho bracing cock 
tail, the rejuvenating ginsling aud tbo 
thirst-slaking shandygaff to consider what 
hiufuture linoof political coLductshall bo? 
Has he quaffed the exhilarating brandy- 
and-soda and his huBlings professions in 
the same glass? Has ho popped the cork 
of the festive champagne and reflected 
that its "phizz" resembles the gaseous 
pledges of the Opposition? Is ho, m 
short, prepared to still oppose tho onlj 
Government that haa ever put forth an 
earnest and honest effort to build the 
Dock on which tho prosperity of Esqui- 
mau depends ? We do not believo that 
outside tho ranks of tho Opposition there 
will be found a man willing to re-echo the 
cry of tho abandonment of the cofferdam. 
The duty of the Government is to see tliat 
the work is pushed on to rapid comple- 
tion. The main work is another matter, 
entirely; and tho lioverrment is already 
moving in the direction of platting it on a 
footing that will insure its construction at 
an early day.

In tho House of Lords Eail Redesdale 
brought under notice a bookentitled 'Tho 
Priest in Absolution,' which wan printed 
for an association of clergymen called 
'Tho Holy Gross.' Among the Council of 
this Society aro Messrs. Maokonoohie, 
Tooth and Littledule. Tho noblo Earl 
pointed out that the book was written to 
support tho practice of private confession 
and ho urged that it might to bo condemn- 
ed by all who wore interested in tho 
welfare of the Establishment, Ho 
believed that tho Clergymen who 
published the book wore most "ex- 
cellent men." Tho Primate, however, 
asserted that no mqdosfc person could read 
tho book without a blush, and it was a 
disgrace to tho country that such u book 
should lie in circulation with tho authority 
of any body of clergymen. His Grace 
condemned tho arrogance of the clergy- 
men who have resorted to the practice of 
tho confessional, and suggested that tho 
vendors of tho book might be punishable 
at common law. The Pi-hop of Gloucester 
strongly condemned the book, and the 
Earl of Harrowby called attention to tho 
serious responsibility which heads of 
families incurred when thoy permitted 
'•Btich men" as the persons alluded to in 
tho dobftto to enter their doom.

(SECOND DAT. ) 

Friday, loth July. 
TLo minutes of the lust mooting having 
been read, wore orilored to be adopted. 

REPORTS. 

Ven. Afchdeucon "Wright presented the 
report of the cemetery commitlee. 

Rov. Mr. Good presented the ropoit of 
tlie committee on stip?nd. 

Mr. Dupont presented a roport on pa- 
tronage 

NOTICE. 

Mr. Drake gave notico that at the next 
mooting ho would move that roles belaid 
<lown - for tbo guidance of delegates who 
represent a church contrary to the with of 
their clergymen. 

MISSION FUND. 

The Lord Bishop, in introducing this 
Bnbject, said that in the east deputations 
had been appointed for the purpose of 
helping tho clergy on this behalf. Ho 
felt that more might have been done in 
soma districts. What they wanted was 
about §:2500. Last year the incomo was 
about one half. Ho hoped something 
might bo dono, which would bo a stimu- 
lus to tho work. 

Archdeacon Wright movod that it is 
tho bounden duty of all churchmen to 
promote and carry out the mission fund 
to the best of their ability, and for this 
purpose tho clergy and Churchwardens 
should establish deputations or rnisson 
boios, etc. 

Bov. Mr.Good said that tho reason why 
the Mission Fund was not more largely 
contributed towards ou tho Mainland waB 
becauso persons there considered that 
they were not so ranch contributing to 
wards tho support of their own church as 
towards tho church in Victoria. They re- 
ceived no benefit from it, for it was only 
very seldom that they ever saw a clergy- 
man. Ho thought, however, that wero 
proper measures taken to givo them tho 
benefit of a clergyman or let a clergyman 
and liia wife go and livo there and estab- 
lish a school it would be found that all 
would be only too glad to send their chil- 
dren and they would then bo willing to 
contribute largely. 

Tho motion was carried. 

Mr. JohuBott moved au amendment to 
the canon on Parochiul Association. 

TEMPERANCE. 

Rev. Mr. Basket, in introducing this 
subject, said that the question was beiug 
debuted all over England and tho East in 
general. Tho reason ho proposed tho es- 
tablishment of a branch of the Church of 
England Temperance Guild was because 
it is the only society which asks for tho 
co-operation of those who do not beliovo 
in total abstinence, and ho now movod thut 
this Synod is of opinion thnt tho society 
requires every encouragement as it at- 
tempts to abate tho evil of intemperance. 

Rev. Mr. Mason spoke in favor of this 
movement. In Nanaimo there were many 
drawbacks, such as tho want of proper 
lodging-houses, and he would wish to 
know whethor this society waB alone for 
mombors of the Church of England, 

Rev. Mr. Basket said that it was open 
to all, whethor Church of England mem- 
bers or not. 

Rov. Mr. Holmes, while entirely agree- 
ing with this movement, thought that it 
required a great doal of caution. With 
respect to the prayers, ho would prefer 
that it were a little moro secular. 

Tho Bishop said that ho believed a very 
large amount of tho ovil came from tak- 
ing a drink as a part and parcel of a busi- 
ness transaction.

The Bishop said that he had before him 
tho motion to bo brought forward by Mr. 
InnoB. Now this motion assumes a power 
which docs not oven belong to tho Legis 
lativo Assombly ; but thorn was another 
ground for the motion being out of order. 
It professed to enquire into the judicial 
proceedings of tho Bishop. This cannot 
bo dono. If a clergyman has anything to 
complain of ho can refor to tho Metropol- 
itan, but ho cannot complain to anyono 
else. In his letters-patent ho (tho Bishop) 
haa this authority granted him; if anyono 
object they have an appeal to the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury. He know that 
poisons would say that ho ruled this out 
of order to avoid discussion, but he could 
not help that. Ho must do his duty. 

Mr. Dupont said ho was sorry that tho 
Bishop had taken upon himself to rule 
tho motion out of order bofore allowing 
the question to bo discussed. It was a 
proceeding no speaker of n Legislative 
Assembly or any other Assombly would 



havo resorted to. It was stopping all de- 
bate on tho subject, and he thought that 
it was a most arbitrary proceeding. Ho 
now moved that it is the opinion of tliia 
Synod that the resolution was in order 
and should ho opon for discussion. 

Archdeacon Wright said that it had al- 
ways boon tho custom for tho president of 
a Synod to decide whether a motion was 
in ordor or not before a discussion took 
place; and ii, was against all precedent for 
tho Synod to attempt to discuss tho con- 
duct of the Bishop. 

Mr. Drake said that Mr. Dupont's mo- 
tion was out of order. Tho only way Mr. 
Dupont's motion could have been put was 
that tho standing orders bo now suspend- 
ed. 

Mr. lunos movod that tho standing or- 
ders be suspended for tho purpose of dis- 
cussion. 

This was put and lost. 

The Synod resumed its sittings at 2:45 
p,m. and went into committee with Mr. 
O'Reilly in the Chair, ou tho Cemetery 
Bill. 

AU tho clauses having been passed with 
a few amendments, tho Committee roso 
and reported tho canon complete, the 
final reading to tako place on Saturday 
tho 11th. 

Mr. Dupont, referring to his Lordship's 
docision in tho morning on Mr. Iunes' 
motion, said that at tho time that decision 
was given he believed that there was no 
motion before the Synod; that Mr. Iunes 
had not then moved his resolution, but 
had only given notice of it, and ho did not 
think that the motion was oven seconded; 
and as thoreforo the motion had not been 
put, that the decision was premature, and 
was anticipating what had not up to that 
timo taken place, ho therefore believed 
that tho question was still open, and that 
it would now be in order to more tho re- 
solution. He had never before heard of 
a president anticipating a motion and de- 
claring it out of order, such a courso was 
entirely without precedent. 

The Bishop said that proporly speaking 
ho should havo ruled it out of order yester- 
day when tho notice of motion was given. 

Mr. Dupont then gave notice of a now 
motion on tint subject. 

Mr. Drake here moved that tho time for 
the clergy to pay their subscriptions to 
tho Widow and Orphans Fund bo extend- 
ed till 1st August. Carried. 

Mr. Inues gave notice that ho would 
move to-morrow that as tbo delegates had 
sat for three sessions extending over a 
period of three Boperate years that an 
election for now delegates tako placo at 
Easter next. 

Tho Synod adjourned at 5 p. m. till 11 
A.m. Saturday.

Practical Education. 

Editor Colonist: — Some short timo 
since appeared in your columns remarks 
upon this subject, in which you discoun- 
tenanced addresses to tho boys ut out- 
public schools calculated to excite ambi- 
tious expectation* of their being tho fu- 
tnro members of Legislature, or of tho 
Government, of being judges, or members 
of tbo learned profession; and that it wero 
better moro wholesome counsel bo given, 
fitting them for tho numerous avocations 
incidental to tho early settlement of a 
young Colony. It has seemed to me there 
is daily cropping out similar objectionable 
inculcations as that denounced by you 
with referenco to tho boys, as applicable 
to the girls, in tho oft' repeated announce- 
ment of tho necessity of a high standard 
for female education. 

That tho girls of the rising generation 
at our public schools should have r> good, 
sound education no one will gainsay; but 
with this continued ringing in their oars 
of tho importance of female education as- 
suming a higher and more exalted char- 
actor, there is incurred the danger of 
domestic duty ultimately being regardod 
as drudgory, of household duties being 
despised, and that of our girls thinking 
they aro destined for something far moro 
important than such homely matters. 

What, it seems to cm, is wanting in the 
present circumstance: of this Province is 
that instead of the "highfalulin" notions 
hero alluded to, there should bo impress- 
ed upon our boys that in all probability 
they will have to win their way to success 
in life by toilsome industry, and persor- 
verance in the ordinary requirements of 
Colonial life, and become good artisans, 
mechanics, etc. That it should be im- 
pressed upon the girls their future happi- 
ness will bo best promoted by their skill 
in good housewifery, and their adapta- 
tion for such prosaic duties as making a 
pudding, mending a stocking, eto. Those 
extravagant expectations that aro con- 
stantly being put before our boys and 
girls of the lofty positions they may pos- 
Hibly occupy have that falsetto ring about 
them that is calculated to produce a per- 
nicious tendency. Patsr Familias. 



Senator Morton at Portland. 

In the courso of au eloquent speech ro- 
ceutly delivered at Portland Senator 
Morton said: "Of tho past wo are secure, 
but cannot tell what is in atoro for us in 
tho far-off futuro. We cannot now tell, 
oven imagine, the new complications that 
may arise; tho now disintegrating ques- 
tions and issues that niiy spring up; the 
ambitious and dangerous demagogues that 
may bo born in times and opportunities 
yet to come; and there is 110 true security 
for futuro unity and stability but in tho 
free and easy communication with tho 
different parts of our great country. They 
must so live that they can sco and know 
each other, and the far-off corners of tho 
Republic must bo knit and ligatured to 
the mighty centre by material interests 
and ties, and by that f rit). id-ship whioh cornea 
from acquaintance and association. Brit- 
ish Columbia is bound to tho Dominion 
of Canada and to England, tho mother 
country, now only by tho ties of blood, 
language, literature, and pride of country 
and institutions. These ties are becoming 
weaken from year to year, and cannot long 
endure contact and friction with national 
intorosts and that grinding necessity for 
comfort, wealth and progross which will 
wear out and sover in tho long run, moro 
adhesions of sentiment. That country is 
strong and iudissolubly united whore the 
material, personal and collective interests 
of tho people aro blended with their insti- 
tutions and associations, thus forming a 
triplo chain which tho blows of faction 
cannot sevor. In such a condition the 
feelings of nationality and unity become, 
prominent, and foiui an impenetrable 
shield which cannot bo pierced by the 
arrows of a treasonable ambition, nor 
broken by tho blows of temporary misun- 
derstandings ahd estrangements. And I 
trust I shall not wound tho feelings of 
anybody, or bo suspected of intonding 
to introduce a political topic upon 
fm occasion like this, when I suggest 
that, while Orogon and all other 
States should bo left in tho full 
and unmolested enjoyment of every 
right and privilege which belong 
to thorn as States, yet tho sentimout of na- 
tionality— that wo are ono people, undivi- 
ded and iudivisiblo— should prevail over 
all States and the only unfailing guaranty 
for peace, prosperity and union in the far 
futuro. And bore, in Oregon, noarly four 
housand miles from my homo, with vast 
intervening wilderness, plain, mountain 
and desort, I yet feGl that I am in my own 
country, surrounded by American citi- 
zoub, with like tastes, institutions and as- 
pirations, and all worshipping at tho 
same national altar of Liborty, Fraternity 
and Union, now and forever."

Your petitioners are inhabitants of 
these islands and deeming of necessary 
for the future well-being and better 
establishment of Christianity, pro- 
tection of life and property, security 
of liberty, and that we may havo a 
good Government, and fearing that 
some friendly foreign power lend us 
lapse into utter ruin, wo do humbly 
beg and pray that Your Majesty will 
will bo graciously pleased to grant ua 
such protection as may be in accordance 
with your will. 

We venture humbly to hope that 
Your Maje: ty's Government will be 
please to look favorably upon this 
petition. 

We pray God to preserve Your Most 
Excellent Majesty in His sacred keep- 
ing. 

Given under our bands and stamped 
with tbo Great Seal of our Government 
at Mulunu, in tho Island of Upola, 
Samoa, on tho 3d day of April, in Ihe 
year of Our Lord, 1877.

Startling Geographical Calcula- 
tions.— Tho researches of geologists are 
continually supplying us with fresh and 
unimpeaohable evidence that the anti- 
quity of our earth is much greater than 
is populary supposed. Additional con- 
firmation of this theory — if that can be 
called theory which has passed into the 
domain of certainty — has beeii afforded 
by recent investigations of Mr. Mallard 
Reado, a scientific man of somo repute 
in tho United States, who has taken 
tno trouble to estimate the quantity of 
tho solublo constituents of the soil held 
invisibly in solution in the waters of 
rivors and borne out into the ocean.

Tho ap- 
plication of these figures to the solution 
of the problem of tho earth's ago be- 
comes apparent when it is borne in 
mini that all the sea, with all its chem- 
ical constituents and matters held in 
solution therein, has been directly de- 
rivod from rivors, which in their turn 
havo derived their material from the 
land. As indication, therefore, of geo- 
logical time, Mr. Reade's calculations 
aro of no inconsiderable interests.

vested in us by au Act entitled "The Victoria Muni- 
cipal Ordinance, 1S07," and tho "Victoria M linlcipal 
Amendment Ordinance, lfcC9." 

Whereas, It la expedient for tho good government 
of tho City of Victoria, that a City Pound be estab. 
llshed lor the impounding of Swine, Goats, Horses, 
Horned Cattle and Dog* found at largo or straying 
within tho limits of the said city, and that such aul- 
nials be declared a nuisance, and disposed of as such. 

Be it thereof enacted by tho Mayor airl Councillors 
of the said City of Victorio. oh follows: 

1. That a Public Pound shall be established by Iho 
Mayor and Council for Impounding of Swine, Goats, 
Horses, Homed Cattle and Dogs, and a Pound Keeper 
from timo to time by them appointed who, subject to 
the approval of the Mayor and Council of the said 
city, shall he at liberty to appoint in writing one or 
more Deputy or Deputies. 

2. That fiom and after the passing of t his By Law 
all Swine, Goats. Horses, Dulls and Steers, and Dogs 
found at largo or straying In any public way, street, 
thoroughfare ur unenclosed land within the de- 
limits, shall b • deemed a nuisance aud may ho dealt 
with as hereinafter provided. 

3. The Council inay from timo to time deflxo the 
limits by resolution duly passed within Which Cows 
may craze without being liable to be thereby Im- 
pounded.
